One housewife was heard to ex­ 
claim: “I know I’d never be able 
to figure it out! I do believe I’ll 
have to let my maid go!” 
Now just relax, lady. A group 
of government officials had a 
press conference yesterday and 
explained what has to be done by 
all concerned. And it really isn’t 
so bad. 
Procedure Outlined 
If you have in your regular em­ 
ploy a household worker (maid, 
laundress, 
housekeeper, c o o k , 
nursemaid, 
gardener, 
furnace 
man, valet, chauffeur, and the 
like) 
you 
should 
do 
certain * 
things. 
First, send your name now— 
or as soon as you can—to the 
collector of internal revenue in 
your district and tell him you 
employ a household worker. 
The easiest way to do this is 
to visit a post office and pick up 
a small blue booklet entitled “ Do 
You Have a M aid?” It contains 
a postcard that you can fill out 
and mail. This puts you on the 
mailing list. 
In the case of married couples 
it makes no difference whether 
the husband or wife signs up as 
the employer. 
After you get on the mailing 
list, you will receive a larger 
pamphlet giving details of the 
program. 
Next year, at three-month in­ 
tervals, you must send to the col­ 
lector an amount equal to 3 per 
cent of the cash wages you have 
paid the worker during the pre­ 
ceding quarter. 
Can Pay It All 
Half of this payment is ob­ 
tained by deducting 1% per cent 
from the wages every payday, 
starting in January. You provide 
the other half yourself. Or, if 
you want to, the law says you 
may provide the whole 3 per 
cent out of your pocket. 
An example: Suppose you have 
a part-time maid and pay her 
$15 a week. 
You deduct 1% 
per cent each week, or 22% 
c ults. To take 1% per cent of an 
amount, multiply it by .015). You 
add 22% cents to this. 
That 
makes 45 cents a week you must 
nay the government. 
But you 
don’t pay it until the end of the 
quarter. 
Since there at 13 weeks in a 
quarter, your quarterly payment 
will be $5.85. 
Your first payment must be 
made by April 30, for the Janu- 
ary-February-March quarter. 
Now, as for filling out forms. 
That will be easy. 
lf you—or your husband or 
wife—have 
any 
business 
em­ 
ployes on whom you are already 
filing social security tax reports, 
the household worker may be 
simply added to those reports. 
Special Report 
Otherwise, you will use a spe­ 
cial household report form. 
When you send your postcard 
to get on the mailing list, you 
should indicate which method you 


unless you have paid the worker 
at least $50 in the quarter, and 
unless she (or he) has worked 
for you on some portion of at 
least 24 different days in that 
same quarter, or 24 days in the 
quarter 
just 
before 
it. 
That 
means about two days a week. 
Must Get Card 
If you are a household work­ 
er, your only task is to get a 
social security card. 
Chances are you already have 
one, because of previous jobs in 
industry. If so, all you do is give 
your employer your social secur­ 
ity number. If you have no card, 
you must go personally to a so­ 
cial security field office and get 
one. If your town has no field 
office, you may apply for a card 
by mail. You get an application 
blank at your local post office. 
Being covered by social secur­ 
ity means that you will get a 
monthly pension when you retire, 
after reaching age 65. It also 
means that if you die, your fami­ 
ly will get money from the gov­ 
ernment.

On some of the maps of Texas 
there are a couple of little hollow 
squares located in the Big Bend 
section marked “ Wax Factory. 
Not very many people have no­ 
ticed this and even fewer are fa­ 
miliar with what goes on there. 
They actually are, or have 
been, the locations of wax fac­ 
tories. The wax is the candelilla 
wax, made from the shrub of the 
same name which grows in that 
part of the world, on both sides 
of the Texas-Mexico border. 
It 
does not occur anywhere else in 
the United States. 
The plant 
grows wild, is never cultivated. 
The processed wax from it is 
used in the manufacture of a 
good many e v e r y d a y items. 
Among them—Shoe polish, belt 
dressing, leather dressing, cos­ 
metics, chewing gum, paints and 
varnishes. 
J. E. Casner of Alpine, who 
operates a wax factory at Pre­ 
sidio, says production of this wax 
has dwindled to a trickle in the 
Big Bend country for two rea­ 
sons. The weed supply is limited 
and so is the labor supply. 
Since the harvest is by hand, 
much labor is required, and ope­ 
rators can’t afford to compete 
with the wages offered laborers 
in other fields. 
The weeds yield about forty 
pounds of wax per ton of weeds. 
After the plant is pulled, roots 
and all, it is boiled in a weak sul­ 
phuric acid solution until the wax 
rises to the tpo. 
It is then 
skimmed off and refined into a 
hard yellow wax with a melting 
point of 157 to 158 degrees, Fah­ 
renheit.
